S U.O, H7.—Whereas the Central Government is opinion that it is necessary 
to appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into 
the causes of the collision between No. 2-DU/Down Passenger Train and 45-UP 
Delhi—Pathankot Janta Express at 4/17 hours on 1st January 1958 at Mohri 
Station on the Dclhi-Ambala Section of the Northern Railway. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Com- 
rmssion of Inquiry Act 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Government hereby appoints 
a Commission of Inquiry consisting of— 

(i) Justice B. N. Nigam, I C.S., a Judge of the Allahabad High Court— 

Chairman. 

(ii) Shri Fcroze Gandhi, M.P.— Member . 

(iji) Shri J. N. Nanda, retired General Manager of ex-Nizam State Rail¬ 
way—Member. 

2. Thei said Commission shall— 

(l) make an inquiry into the causes of the said accident and for that 
purpose take such evidence as may be necessary; 

(ii) state its findings as to causes of the said accident and as to the person 

or persons if any, responsible therefor; and 

(iii) suggest safeguards against similar accidents in future. 

3. The said Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government 
within & period of one month from the date on which it commences its inquiry. 
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
